MENTIONS MANY NAMES 



Says That the Weather Is Fairly 
Warm: Expects To (Jo Into 
Trenches Soon. 



James K. Wilson, of Science 17, 
who went overseas last spi ing with 
the J7tb Battery, «rites as follows 
from Belgium: 

"Just a few lines lo l< i you know 
how things arc progressing. Received 
jour card at Christmas and was very 
glad to get it. Thanks ever so much 
also for the cigarettes- l acknow- 
ledged them some time ago, Out the 
letter might have gone astray, 

"Ken Jencks, Bill MacLean ami a 
few others and myself lire up with au 
old battery to learn how they do 
things. Wo have been here nearly a 
week; expeel to go back to our bat- 
tery to-morrow. 1 suppose we «ill 
take up a position sometime during 
the week. In fact, I know we are go- 
ing to relieve this battery soou. 

"Went dowu to see Lawrence Ma- 
haffy and Art floodeve the day before 
yesterday, Saw several of the boys— 
Jiiuniie Lalanue. ficrli Rtttenhousci 
etc. 

"Bill Morris came up to see us to- 
day. Went to .-ce Norman Thompson 
a couple of days ago, bill he is a«ay 
on leave. Saw Gordio Campbell while 
I saw then-, abo Ucasiato. 

"Ken and I were up in the first line 
trenches most of tlic afternoon; 
called on Sam Mathewson and Art 
Qrnfty, They took us all along this 
iront. Hid noi see a German, nor did 
I give them a chance to see mo- The 
trenches are 30 yards apart one place, 
hut nobody ever shows a head. Capt. 
Molson said he hadn't seen a German 
yet, and you know how Ions be ha* 
been over, * 

"llanniugtou, who took first year 
with us. is a lieutenant in this bat- 
tery. Tommy Williams and Harry 
Bcattle arc also up with n battery for 
Instruction. I saw Don MacFarlane 
a week before I left Kn gland. There 
is not very much doing In the way of 
fighting just now, hut I expect there 
will lie soon. 

"We arc having fairly good weather 
land it is quite warm. Ken and I were 
I in a small store about (J o'clock to- 
; nigh i watting tor some ■ ;sg«. when a 
shell fell about one hundred yards 
down the road. The old lady rushed 
in. grabbed the money hox and put 
everybody out, saying she was going 
to the cellar, Her daughter mid our 
eggs were in the kitchen, so wo went 
out there and had a great feed— all 
the hread and coffee we could rat and 
drink and each two eggs for two 
francs and sixpence,
